The importance of a correct diag­ 
nosis, where hog cholera is suspected, 
cannot be over-estimated. Hog cholera 
serum, adm inistered to a herd thought 
to be infected with cholera, but in 
reality suffering from some other dis­ 
case, usually m eans time and effort 
wasted, and, if the treated hogs keep 
on dying, distrust of the serum treat­ 
ment. 
Except in very unusual cases, 
either a positive or negative diagnosis 
of cholera can be made, if there is 
opportunity for a post-mortem 
ex­ 
amination. 
In doubtful cases a post­ 
mortem is alw ays proper. 
ju st as soon as It 13 noticed that a 
hog is sick, it should be separated 
from the herd and kept isolated until 
tho exact nature of the trouble can 
be determined. 
Diseases which are most frequently 
mistaken for hog cholera are Intes­ 
tinal worms, various digestive disturb­ 
ances, Jung worms, inflammation of

use of a light cultivator, with teeth 
not more than an Inch and a quarter 
wide, may well be continued until the 
tubers are nearly ripe, or the vines 
have become so large as to Prevent 
further work between tho rt " . 
The th traction of Injurious insects 
is another m atter which usually re­ 
ceives fairly prompt and thorough at­ 
tention during the first half of the 
growing season, but whlrh. on many 
farms, does not receive sufficient at­ 
tention later on. 
The fight against 
th© enemies should be continued to 
the end of the growing season.

will allow the tubers to reach their 
full Size and to become thoroughly
